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Do You Know

Not long ago it was my privilege to 
stand and gaze at an old fire engine 
which had been relegated to the museum 
section of Liberty Park in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. As I stood and looked at 
what was once the latest in steam 
engines I thought how much more ap- 
preciative we would be of the things we 
take so much for granted, if we only 
knew the story of hardships, the inch 
by inch progress, and the mental strug- 
gle of envolving the new ideas that it 
takes to perfect even the simplest of 
inventions. 

It has been such a short time since 
the most prized possession some 
pioneer families had, was the old fire 
bucket, and no family was exempt from 
joining the fire brigade when the town 
bell rang the fire alarm. These old 
fire buckets were made of the very fin- 
est leather obtainable and always had 
the family name on it, and many times 
the famliy crest, a motto, or the family 
coat-of-arms was emblazoned on it. The 
old fire bucket occupied a prominent 
place by the door for quick use in time 
of fire and woe to any child who dared 
remove it from its accustomed place. 
When the fire bell rang the men form- 
ed a line moving the filled buckets of 
water to the fire and the women and 
children were in the line moving the 
empty buckets back to the source of 
water. These old fire buckets are a- 
mong some of the cherished heirlooms 
of many descendants of early American 
families. No one knows for how long 
the bucket brigade method of fire con- 
trol was used, and is still used in some 
places today. It took an American by 
the name of Joseph Jenks to invent 
the first fire engine. It was made for 
the town of Boston, Mass. in the year 
1650. It was of simple construction as 
were its successors until well into the

Canada Law Hinders 


Genealogists 


Occasionally, but far too often to 
suit genealogists, states or countries 
pass laws hindering genealogical re- 
search. In many cases the lawmakers 
not being genealogical minded, are un- 
aware of the monkey wrenches they 
are throwing in the wheels of the re- 
searchers progress. They may have 
reasons for passing such laws, but if 
they were informed as to the damage 
they were doing in the preservation of 
records, etc., a sure mark of high civil- 
ization, they would avoid such errors in 
the future and amend those of the past. 

A case has come to our attention 
recently from Canada. Our informant 
not wishing to be discriminated against 
by the public officials has requested 
his name to be with-held. A movement 
is on foot to repeal the law in question. 
It is our sincere hope that bringing it 
to light in this publication will aid in

In the last issue of The Genealogi- 
cal Helper several changes in policy 
were announced. That these changes 
are being accepted is evidenced by the 
avalanche of letters which started ar- 
riving soon after the Second Annual 
Exchange Edition was mailed to sub- 
scribers. Many letters mentioned spec- 
cific approval of some of these changes, 
but the greatest testimony of accept- 
ance was the hundreds of new subscrip- 
tions, renewals and extentions.

its removal from the law books. 


New Canadian Law 

The New Ontario Canada VITAL 
ACT R.S.O. 1950. Chapter 412, as a- 
mended by 1951, Chapter 91. 

Form No. 36, Chapter 412 is a re- 
quest to register a birth in the name 
of father of a child as well as the mother 
of the child. The father acknowledges 
himself to be the father of the child. 
This form is returned to The Registrar 
General of Ontario, who keeps the same 


on file. WET, the contents of a birth 
certificate, (Chap; 312, sec. 38) reads 
as follows: 


(1) A birth certificate shall contain 
only the following particulars of the 
registration: (a) name of child; (b) 
date of birth: (c) place of birth: (d) 
sex; (e) date of registration: (f) reg- 
istration number. 

(2) A like condition applies to mar- 
riage certificates. No parents named on 
any certificate. 

Chapter 412, Sec. 40 reads: “No cer- 
tificate (Certified Copy) of a Regis- 
tration of Birth shall be issued except 
to a person authorized by the Registrar- 
General, or the order of a Court and 
upon payment of the prescribed fee.” 
(Note by our informant: Sec. 40 means 
that you will have to appear before a 
notary (lawyer) to make an affidavit, 
then apply to the judge of a court for 
an order. This would amount to a 
heavy cost for a researcher.) 

Chapter 412, Sec. 30 reads: ((1) Any 
cemetery company or association, or 
any religious body or historical society 
or association, or any corporation or 
individual in possession of any record 
of births, baptisms, marriages or deaths 
which may be of value in establishing 
the genealogy of any resident in Ontar- 
io, may with the approval of the Reg- 
istrar-General, deposit the record with 
the Registrar-General without charge. 
(2) Upon being deposited, the records 
shall be preserved in the custody of the 
Registrar-General, a part of the records 
of his office.” ‘(R.S.O. 1950, ¢c.412, s. 
30) 


Law Discriminates 

In conclusion our informant says, 
“Why should a genealogist give up his 
life’s work upon which he has spent 
much time and money gathering au- 
thentic records, and then have them re- 
main dormant in the possession of the 
Registrar-General? What evidence is 
there, that the Registrar-General will 
give particulars to inquirers? No other 
province in Canada has enacted such 
drastic Vital Statistical Laws. 

“Why should all persons born, be 
found to have no paternal proof of their 
birth? The minority may have no pa- 
ternal status. Why should all others be 
placed in the same category?” 

It appears to us, one thought back 
of the enactment of this law was to 
protect the illegitimate, but think of 
the great cost, and discrimination a- 
gainst the legitimate masses.

nineteenth century. 
Iron Worker of Royal Lineage 

Joseph Jenks the inventor, spoken of 
by historians as “that famous old iron 
worker of Lynn,” was a man for fore- 
sight and sterling quality. He was a 
man of royal lineage, tracing his an- 
cestry back through the fourth royal 
family of Wales in an unbroken line to 
Vortigen, king of the Britons in 449 
A. D. Joseph Jenks was the first of 
the Jenks family in America. He was 
born in Hammersham or Hounslow near 
London, England in the year 1602 and 
came to America with the Winthrop 
Company and settled in Lynn, Mass., 
where he died in 1683. His wife was 
Esther Ballard of Lynn. 

Among some of the descendants of 
Joseph Jenks the inventor is his name- 
sake Joseph Jenks of Heyburn, Idaho. 
who speaks with pride of being able to 
trace-his ancestry from father to son to 
the famous inventor. Mr. Jenks has 
recorded many interesting facts about 
his good ancestor among which was his 
obtaining a patent to make not only

Each served its gener- 
ation in dignity and usefulness and 
well deserves to be preserved along with 
the memory of the inventors, as a sym- 
bol of growth and change in human en- 
deavor.

Field trips. 
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DAR Gathers 
Valuable Records 


The National Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution are 
gathering and preserving many genea- 
logical records which are made avail- 
able to the public in their library. 

Jessamine Bland James, librarian gen- 
eral, of the society, recently reported 
the aims and activities of the library. 
Her published report is found in the 
January, 1952 issue of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution Magazine, 
from which we quote. 

“Today we have over 39,000 reference 
books, over 12,000 manuscripts and 
pamphlets, copies of Bible and tomb- 
stone records, copies of court records 
of births, marriages and wills, compiled 
by the Genealogical Records Committee, 
also 286 volumes of abstracts of appli- 
cations compiled from the original Re- 
volutionary War pension papers which 
are in the national archives. No doubt 
this is the only such collection to be 
found in any library. 

“To understand and appreciate the 
continuous growth of this library one 
must recognize that one prevailing aim 
of the membership was to provide, in 
one place, a highly specialized reposi- 
tory of genealogical works for such vol- 
umes of history as are needed in giving 
historical background for ancestral 
services. To this end the Daughters 
have worked tirelessly. 


Works Preserved 

“Many valuable books are out of 
print today, but the members are ever 
alert to locate the few remaining books 
and place them in the library where 
they can do the most good. New gen- 
ealogies are presented by interested 
genealogists who want their works pre- 
served, and the Genealogical Records 
Committee continue to search homes 
churches, towns, cities and cemeteries 
for valuable information. 

“Faithful women forget their fears of 
snakes and dread poison ivy to search 
remote cemeteries for fast crumbling 
tombstone records. Attics and old 
trunks are explored for original manu- 
scripts and old family Bibles. Wet base- 
ments often are searched for old news- 
print. Tireless fingers copy court re- 
cords which give a picture of the mi- 
gration of families from one generation 
to the next across the land during the 
early development. 

“The Daughters are not alone in their 
desire to honor their ancestors. Amer- 
icans in general are becoming more and 
more ancestor-conscious. The library 
is open to non-members, except during 
the month of April. A fee of 50 cents 
per day is charged non-members. This 
fund is used to help defray the ever- 
increasing cost of rebinding the valu- 
able books which no longer can be 
bought.

“The library is used daily by histor- 
ians, genealogists and archivists who 
express pleasure and amazement at the 
valuable information not to be found 
elsewhere.

Ancestry And Lineage 


By Gunnar Rasmuson 


An unusual and highly interesting and 
informative book of genealogical re- 
search is now on the shelves of the 
Cache County Public Library in Logan, 
Utah, thanks to its author and com- 
piler, P. C. Haggman of Denver, Colo. 
“The Ancestry and Lineage of Swan 
(Sven) Anton Haggman” is different. 
It is different in format and contents. 
In many details it is original. It is 
refreshing reading even -to those not 
interested in the particular family in- 
formation presented. The book is 14 
inches long, 11 inches wide, and con- 
tains 300 pages. 

Dealing entirely with families orig- 
inating and living for hundreds of years 
in northern Sweden, the opposite pages 
throughout the book contain exactly the 
same material, the left page in English, 
the right page in Swedish. 

Great care is manifest in establish- 
ing authenticity of the information pre- 
sented. Among the sources from which 
data has been compiled are (1) and (2) 
U. S. Navy records and Civil War pen- 
sion files, with photostatic copies; (3), 
photostatic copies of letters from seven 
family members; (4), Swedish parish 
records, including catechetical, removal, 
birth, wedding, and death registers, 
certificates of banns and removal, par- 
ish meetings proceedings and church 
account books; (5) and (6), archives 
of district and municipal courts; (7), 
department archives, such as census, 
land office and military records; (8), 
military rosters from the war archives, 
and (9), remarks from two participat- 
ing genealogists and the compiler. 

The ancestral biographical data, every 
item documented, sometimes from two 
or three sources, occupies important 
space in the work. 

Geographic Help 

Unique is the gazetteer listing in al- 
phabetic order all localities mentioned 
in the genealogical section proper, and 
the particular districts in which they 
are situated. This part is also unusual 
in that ,each place is distinctly ident- 
ified by the latitude and longitude it 
occupies. As an additional geographi- 
cal aid are included eleven greatly en- 
larged maps covering the particular lo-

calities mentioned in the genealogical 
data. Two detail street maps of cities 
in northern Sweden are also shown. 

To genealogical researchers of Swed- 
ish lines, not particularly interested in 
the pedigrees shown, the book contains 
valuable information to guide them in 
their search. For instance, the Intro- 
duction deals with eight important 
phases which should be followed by ali 
researchers. The sub-headings in that 
section are as follows: The Meaning 
and Value of Genealogy, the Goal of 
Genealogical Research, emphasizing the 
answers to the questions, who, what, 
when, where and how; Preparatory 
Studies including genealogy, history, 
geography and chronology; Genealogical 
Sources, Research Procedure, Results 
of Research, Compilation and Further 
Research. 


Five pages in the book are devoted to 
a detailed enumeration of genealogical 
sources of importance to researchers 
everywhere. Another seven pages deal 
with the establishment of military ten- 
ure, particular to Sweden, beginning 
in the early history of that nation. 
Highly interesting in that section are 
the paragraphs dealing with military 
surnames and their origin. Another five 
pages give a colorful description o f 
Swedish surnames and their origin. 
Three pages are devoted to chattel 
marks. To aid the interested research- 
er in further studies are three pages of 
valuable bibliography.

This new genealogical aid was writ- 
ten primarily for members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints (Mormons), but non-members, 
who are genealogically inclined, will 
find in it a wealth of information on 
practical problems in genealogical re- 
search. The book is of equal value to 
members of all religious or non-relig- 
ious organizations, since the same gen- 
ealogical questions often baffle every- 
body. 

Mr. Bennett’s many years of exper- 
ience as secretary and librarian of the 
Genealogical Society of Utah, has giv- 
en him a back ground in ancestor hunt- 
ing surpassed by few. He ably pre- 
sents many angles on research designed 
to aid the inexperienced and the ex- 
pert. 

Some typical headings of chapters 
are: “Our Objective in Genealogica] Re- 
search”, “Testing Family Traditions”, 
“Wise Practice in Correspondence”, 
“The Modern Method of Research’, “Re- 
search in Libraries’, “Expert Use of 
Microfilms”, “Help from Wills, Land, 
Marriages and Death Records”; “Value 
of Cemetery, Census and Vital Records”;

Valuable Appendixes

lands. 

Appendix II is entitled ‘Reference

More On Adamic Lines 


In the June, 1951 issue of the Gen- 
ealogical Helper, p. 31, we told briefly 
our ideas regarding tracing family 
lines back to Adam. We quote here, in 
part, a letter from Karl Friedrich von 
Frank of Schloss Sentenegg, P. Fers- 
chnitz, Nied. Austria, one of the most 
prominent genealogists of Europe. 
Adamic Lines (The Genealogical Help- 
er, Vol. 5, No. 2, p. 31) 

“I would be very much interested in 
seeing the work of “the professional 
genealogist and historian” who traced 
Mrs. Young’s paternal branch back to 
481 “with historical and documentary 
proof of each generation”, even if this 
is a royal line. 

“The scientific quality of the “profes- 
sional genealogist and historian” (who's 
name is not given, which is fortunate 
for him!) is illustrated by the fact, that 
he even dares to mention so called 
“historians”, who “claim to have traced 
this family back to 1600 b. c.” Such a 
statement is so absurd, that only an 
historian entirely out of his mind, or a 
criminal, can make it. 


Once In 40 Years 

“In the course of my genealogical ac- 
tivities of 40 years, only once have I 
seen a similar statement. It is to be 
found on a chart (family tree) of tne 
fake “Sovereign Prince of Thomond” 
(Ireland). There one can read, that 
‘Count Victor Georges de Morant”, 
Knight and Commander of many, more 
or less, unknown Orders, “President of 
the International College of Heraldry”, 
and “Genealogical Expert’, “has traced 
in \date of 6th December 1947, the 
filiation of this Princely House, through 
Heremon the 7th son of Milesius, sec- 
ond Monarch of Ireland, who reigned 
14 years and died in 1686 b. c., to Adam 
and Eve ,from whom Heremon was in 
the 36th degree of descent.” (On this 
matter I have already written an art- 
icle which will appear within a few 
days in my magazine ‘“Sentenegger 
Monatsblatt fiir Genealogie und Her- 
aldik” of August 1951.) The coinci- 
dence of mentioning the year of 1600 
b. c. in both cases, lets me suspect, that 
both statements might come from the 
same “genealogical expert” 

“T think the answer the editor gave to 
this question is quite correct. But, it 
should be emphasized that, the possi- 
bility of tracing a line back to some 
date b. c. is pure nonsense, not to 
speak of Adam and Eve. 


“I think it is quite sufficient that Dr. 
Jordan bewildered the American mind 
by “establishing” the “Royal Descent” 
of so many Americans (“Your Family 
Tree” by David Starr Jordan, Ph.d., 
LL.D., Chancellor Emeritus of Leland 
Stanford Junior University, and Sarah 
Louise Kimball, New York and Lon- 
don.) But I think, there are some lim-

its to the simplicity of laymen, not 
to speak of the genealogists and a- 
mong them the “professionals”. 


Many Maternal Lines from Charlemagne 

“Tt is a fact, that innumerable people 
living in our days are descended in 
some maternal lines from Charlemagne 
without knowing it. As soon as 
some among their ancestors dynastic 
family occurs, such a possibility, as a 
matter of fact, is very likely. But it 
needs much work to get the proofs for 
all the links between. From Charle- 
magne down for 14 generations, we 
have his legitimate or illegitimate de- 
scendants established more or less re- 
liably. (He had 5 lawful wives and 
5 concubines.) But to fill the gap 
from about the 12th to the 17th cen- 
tury, is no easy task, as I know by 
experience, since I worked out many 
such lineages, which I have in my files.” 


More On Letter Writing 

In another letter, Mr. von Frank ex- 
presses a complaint which should be 
taken to heart by persons who write 
other persons seeking genealogical data. 
Again we quote part from his letter: 

“Since I get so many inquiries from 
Americans, always vague, compelling me 
always to ask the same questions be- 
fore starting the investigation, I think 
it might be useful to publish a short 
article, telling your readers how to pro- 
ceed. 


Write Right To The Point 

“Queries should be clear and method- 
ical. Some people mix things up by 
telling of their great-grandfather, then 
of their father, of brothers and sisters 
of their grandfather, mixing them all 
up with maternal ancestors, etc. Some- 
times they refer to people only by their 
first names, so that the reader doesn’t 
know exactly who’s who. Furthermore, 
they don’t state if they want to estab- 
lish a family tree, a table of descend- 
ants, a table of ancestors, or if they 
want to follow up the maternal line 
only. 

“Inquirers should give proper chart 
of the material they have and tell ex- 
actly what they want. Furthermore, 
it will facilitate research work to give 
all the known facts i.e.; religious, affil- 
iation, profession or trade, relatives, 
friends, etc. It should be marked also 
what is proved fact and what is tra- 
dition only. Tradition might be help- 
ful, if one doesn’t rely on it too much. 

“If there are any documents, records, 
letters, or other papers, entries in fam- 
ily Bibles, etc., photostatic copies should 
be sent. Transcriptions will not do. I 
have to see the original writing. No 
originals should be sent— they might 
get lost. 

“It is very tiresome to repeat these 
instructions so many times.”

My reason for asking the above ques- 
tion: There is a story that a grand- 
father with five other companions went 
to California in 1849. On the return 
trip they were killed. One story def- 
intely states that the group was killed 
and buried east of Salt Lake City in 
1851. Another story states that nobody 
eevr knew what become of them. 


A member of the family says that his 
grandfather, William McQueary, was in 
the group. Another member of the fam- 
ily says it wasn’t the McQueary side 
of the family; it was maternal grand- 
father, he and his oldest son. 

I find the maternal grandfather, Wil- 
liam Scybert, and his oldest son, Robert, 
listed in the 1850 census of Johnson 
county, Mo.
